Sisters weed out garden coup 


REPORTER Lawrence John found 
out how two passionate sisters from 
Wellingborough aim to take the 
gardening world by storm 

Two sisters from Wellingborough 
hope their new eco-friendly garden 
will be a springboard for them to 
compete in the prestigious Royal 
Horticultural Society Chelsea 
Flower Show next year. 

Caitlin and Tessa McLaughlin have 
entered the Royal Horticultural 
Society Malvern Spring Festival in 
May with their first ever competi¬ 
tion designed garden. 

Caitlin, 25, who is a former pupil at 
Wrenn School, but now works at the 
Natural History Museum in London, 
is bringing her scientific knowledge 
about plants to their concept. 

Tessa, 21, who went to Southfields 
School for Girls in Kettering, and 
who now works as a supply teacher, 
has added her own passion for gar¬ 
dening and her organisational skills 
to this garden party. 

What makes this Northamp¬ 
tonshire gardening dynamic duo so 
special is they are youngest team to 
be accepted in the show, and the 
youngest competitors. 

Tessa said: “We are just using our 
passion and creativity as we are not 
formally trained in design or horti¬ 




culture. Gardening is our passion 
and creativity. We have created what 
is a conservation paradise - it is an 
urban nature reserve, where chic 
urban meets landscape gardening. 

“These plants are really weeds and 
are ripped out, but we want to show 
they are more than just weeds. Our 
garden focuses on UK native wild 
planting, specifically crop wild rela¬ 
tives, which are genetically related 
to our socio-economic crop plants 
such as wheat and barley. 

“These relatives are typically con¬ 
sidered as weeds, so are in need of 
conservation. Our garden aims to 
educate the public, and to form part 
of a larger urban nature reserve, 
about the importance of conserva¬ 
tion. These plants hold traits such as 


drought resistance, which would 
increase our future food security in 
the changing climate and growing 
population. 

“This is the first time we have ever 
done anything like this and are 
thrilled to be taking part. There are 
a lot of young designers coming 
through at the moment, and when 
you see their work it is very different. 
For us this is a learning curve and 
what we like and what the judges 
like depends on their vision of how 
we meet the criteria and what they 
think.” 

The duo are working with 
Bosworth’s Landscaping Company 
in Burton Latimer, to construct their 
garden on site at the Three Counties 
Showground in Malvern.

Child abuse a top 
priority for police

An 11-year-old child has been 
the latest victim of child sex¬ 
ual exploitation in 
Northamp-tonshire. 

This was one of the statis¬ 
tics which emerged as 
Northamp-tonshire Police 
launched a high-profile Child 
Sexual Exploitation aware¬ 
ness campaign. 

The campaign will encour¬ 
age people across North¬ 
amptonshire to speak out 
against Child Sexual 
Exploitation. 

Detective Superintendent 


Steve Lingley, Head of Crime 
Investigation said: “Nothing 
is more important than 
reducing Child Sexual 
Exploitation. 

“It can be hard for the vic¬ 
tim and they find it difficult 
to know they are being 
exploited or groomed and we 
need to raise awareness. 

“I want to reassure you in 
the last two years we have 
built a multi-agency team 
around Child Sexual 
Exploitation which will put 
us on the front foot to help 
vulnerable communities and 
vulnerable children. As an 
organisation we are proac¬ 


tive and are not waiting for 
something to happen in 
Northamptonshire.” 

“At the moment we have a 
live investigation where there 
is a victim as young as 11 
years old. We have also 
arrested three men for 
exploiting girls. 

“The police are out there 
and we are chasing down 
these people. This is our top 
priority. 

“If you look at the figures we 
were seeing seven cases per 
month, this has now risen to 
nine per month. We believe it 
is about one in three or one in 
five are being reported.”

The Northampton skyline 
has changed forever after 
the Greyfriars bus station 
was reduced to rubble in a 
controlled explosion on 
Sunday morning. 

The brutalist style 1970s 
building stood tall for more 
than 40 years, and won very 


few friends, but the ‘mouth 
of hell’ was reduced to rub¬ 
ble in just six seconds with 
the help of 2,200 explosive 
charges and simple gravity. 

Hundreds of onlookers 
gathered around the tightly 
manned cordon of an exclu¬ 
sion zone to witness the 
1974 building disappear at 
9.40am in a huge cloud of 
dust. 


A warning siren was 
sounded across the town 
centre five minutes before 
the explosive demolition 
took place, as people held 
up their cameras ready to 
capture the big moment. 

A series of loud bangs then 
caused the building crum¬ 
ble to the earth, throwing 
up a huge cloud of dust. 

A major clean up opera- 
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tion then got underway to 
clear up the roads and near¬ 
by buildings, which were 
covered in dust. 

Evacuated residents from 
over 400 properties were 
allowed back to their homes 
within half an hour, and the 
Grosvenor shopping centre 
was also reopened in that 
time. 

However, the roads sur¬ 
rounding the station - 
Greyfriars and Lady’s Lane 
- remained closed for the 
rest of the day and over¬ 
night, because the demoli¬ 
tion caused ‘minor surface 
damage’ to the roads. 

Despite the slight road 
damage, officials from 
demolition contractors 
DSM have described the 
whole demolition as a big 
success, with project 
manager Billy Young plac¬ 
ing the Greyfriars project in 
his top 10 most successful 


demolitions. 

He told the Northants 
Herald and Post: “The dem¬ 
olition went very success¬ 
ful. We planned for the 
building to fall in on its own 
footprint and that’s exactly 
what happened. 


“The implosion was ahead IT 
of programme and hap¬ 
pened before 10am, and the 
Grosvenor Shopping Centre 
was also up and running Ldi 
very shortly after - so it’s Of 
definitely in my top 10 pro 
jects.”

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Star’s mother-in-law 
accused of harassing

Strictly Come Dancing star and 
Rugby World Cup winner Ben Cohen 
is to give evidence against his moth- 
er-in-law, who is accused of bom¬ 
barding him with emails and calls. 

Felicity Bassouls, 67, (pictured) who 
lives in the Highlands of Scotland, is 
said to have harassed the former 
England winger after he split from her 
daughter Abby last year. 

At the time Cohen, 36, denied 
rumours that the marriage was ended 
by the ‘curse’ of the BBC1 show which 
has seen celebrities’ relationships end 
after steamy on-screen routines with 
their TV dancing partners. 

He had starred on the 2013 pro¬ 
gramme with Kristina Rihanoff, but 
denied they had a relationship. On 



Facebook he wrote: “It is a sad world 
when two adults cannot have a friend¬ 
ship.” 

Mrs Bassouls, who previously brand¬ 
ed her son-in-law a disrespectful bully, 
arrived at Northampton magistrates’ 
court to answer a summons of two 
counts of harassment without vio¬ 
lence: against Cohen and her son 
Austen Blaney between 1 September 


and 29 October last year. 

The former Northampton Saints 
player is the founder of The Ben Cohen 
StandUp Foundation, which aims to 
raise awareness of the long-term, 
damaging effects of bullying. 

In a statement issued at the time of 
the split the couple said: “Ben and 
Abby Cohen have agreed to take time 
apart to deal with some marital issues 
but remain fully committed to the 
welfare of their children. 

“There is no third party involved, 
and Ben and Abby now ask that their 
privacy and that of their family be 
respected at this difficult time.” The 
couple have been married for 11 years 
and have twin daughters. 

Mrs Bassouls of Cor Tollie, Alness, 
Highland, Scotland was told her case 
was adjourned for a trial due to begin 
at Corby magistrates on 12 August. 
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Racing fatalities 
were accidental

TWO participants in vintage and classic car 
racing who were killed at Silverstone Circuit 
last year suffered accidental deaths, accord¬ 
ing to Northampton coroner Anne Pember, 

The death of Denis Patrick Welch, 69, from 
Staffordshire, on July 27 was during a race of 
pre-1966 vehicles when the left side of his 1960 
Lotus 18 rode up the right side wheels of the 
vehicle of fellow driver, Eddy Perk. 

Mr Welsh was well known within the racing 
community due to his time both as a driver 
and though his car parks business, Denis 
Welch Motorsport, based in Yoxall near 
Litchley. 

The incident occurred after Mr Perk’s vehicle 
had a minor wheel collision with fellow driver, 
Andrea Gaurino, causing Mr Gaurino’s vehicle 
to spin 180 degrees and Mr Perk’s vehicle to 
slow significantly. 

The car driven by Mr Welch then rode up the 
side of Mr Perks’ car and rolled upside down. 

Mr Welch came partially out of his vehicle 
and was found between the car and the 
Tarmac. 

He was later taken to Northampton hospital 
where he later died that day, and the patholo¬ 
gist’s report said the cause of death was a skull 
base fracture and a severe head injury. 

Fellow driver, Eddy Perks said that injuries 
were “inherent to the sport” and that in his 
opinion the death of was an accident. 

After reviewing CCTV footage of the acci¬ 
dent, and hearing statements from Mr John 


Symes, a risk expert from the Royal Automobile 
Club of Motor Sports and Mr John Underwood 
from the Collision Investigation Team, the 
Northampton coroner, Anne Pember, said 
that the death was “a tragic accident” and that 
Mr Welch died taking part in a sport that he 
loved. 

Mr Welch’s son, Jeremy, said both he and his 
father were aware of the risks involved with 
vintage car racing, and that his father would 
be “deeply missed by his family and his count¬ 
less friends within the Motor Sport commu¬ 
nity.” 

Garry Douglas Whyte was described as an 
avid lover of vintage vehicles and over the past 
two years decided to take up racing them, and 
was given a GM Gnome by friend and fellow 
racer and car enthusiast, Nick Topliss. 

But sadly during a race on April 12 last year, 
after taking a corner too quickly he came off 
the track and his tyre dug into the grass, caus¬ 
ing the car to flip from the friction. 

The GM car flipped off the tarmac, project¬ 
ing Mr Whyte from the car, which then rolled 
over his head causing substantial injuries. 

Mr Whyte was taken to the medical centre 
where it was attempted by Dr John Findlay to 
help aid his breathing, and he was then trans¬ 
ferred to Coventry Hospital by air ambulance. 

Mr Whyte died in hospital on April 18 due to 
his injuries, and the inquest heard that the 
cause of death was bilateral brain contusions 
and intra ventricular haemorrhage, along 
with right facet joint dislocation. 

The coroner said, “This was a tragic death, as 
at 26 years old Mr Whyte would have had his 
whole life in front of him.”

join the film and run 
through the woods, 
always glimpsing at the 
red dress running 
through the trees. 

You can’t beat spur of 
the moment nature 
images like that. 

And thanks to the skill 
of our crew, we got it all 
on Camera. Just Magic. 

Under the Cali sun, I 
am now working on a 
pitch film that combines 
UK/USA characters in a 
romantic drama.

A Northamptonshire teacher 
who took raunchy photographs 
of pupils has been banned from 
teaching. 

Michael Diggle, 39, was the 
‘trusted’ and ‘well liked’ head of 
creative arts at Southfield School 
in Kettering. 

The photographs were taken 
between 2012 and 2013 for use in 
a ‘provocative’ play put on by 
sixth form students. 

A professional conduct panel 
found the teacher acted inappro¬ 
priately and brought the profes¬ 
sion into disrepute, but that his 
actions ‘was not sexually moti¬ 
vated’. 

Mr Diggle started work as head 
of drama at the school in 
September 2006, before being 
promoted to head of creative arts 
in September 2012. 

In late 2012, A-level drama stu¬ 
dents were asked to put on ‘a 
provocative play’ called Crave. 

Photographs of the students ‘in 
provocative poses’ were used in 
the play, the panel said. 

The pictures were described by 
the panel as ‘those that some 
young women post on Facebook’. 

It was ruled that Mr Diggle con¬ 
ducted photo sessions with one 
girl, student A, in which he was 
alone in the room with her, asked 
her to remove her bra and lower 
her clothing above her waist, 
commented upon her ‘curva¬ 
ceous figure’ and at the end of the 
photo session gave her ‘a big hug’. 

He was also found to have asked 


another student to take off her 
bra so he could photograph her 
and later gave her a fireman’s lift. 

The panel also found that Mr 
Diggle instructed another girl, 
Student B, to remove her bra dur¬ 
ing another photo shoot and later 
lifted her over his shoulder in a 
fireman’s lift. 

He also told a third, Student C, 
to shave her legs. 

The National College for 
Teaching and Leadership (NCTL) 
professional conduct panel said 
Mr Diggle’s behaviour, and the 
fact he was alone with the teenag¬ 
ers at the time, was inappropri¬ 
ate. 

It was decided that his actions 
were not sexually motivated but 
were motivated by his ‘pedagogi¬ 
cal desire to improve the abilities 
of students and their prospects 
when applying for university’. 

However, despite his ‘previously 
good history’ and evidence, 
including from a collegue and the 
students he photographed, that 
he was ‘trusted, respected and 
well-liked’, the panel advised the 
Department for Education he 
should be struck off for two years. 

The panel added that it found 
Mr Diggle had ‘not fully accepted 
that his conduct was wrong’. 

The DfE agreed and implement¬ 
ed the banning order, which can 
be reviewed after two years. Until 
then, Mr Diggle is now prohibited 
from teaching in any school, sixth 
for college, relevant youth accom¬ 
modation or children’s home in 
England. 

Mr Diggle has the option of 
appealing the ban at High Court.

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Walking in the ruins

Infamous Auschwitz was 
bitterly cold this week. 

I had joined a party of sixth 
formers and educators visit¬ 
ing the former Nazi work and 
death camp as guests of the 
Holocaust Education Trust. 

We caught the 7am red eye 
flight to Krakow in Poland, 
some 200 teenagers, a hand¬ 
ful of local press and some 
group leaders from the trust. 

We were layered with coats 
and jumpers against the -2c 
breeze but there is only so 
much warmth you can hold 
onto in the camps. At this 
time of year it is as though 
the ground itself drains heat 
out of you, asking you how 
much you really want to be 
there (what business do you 
have being there?), revisiting 
the scene of one of humani¬ 
ty’s all time lows. 

The HET is clear about our 
purpose. 

My group guide Shabana, a 
non-practicing Muslim 
mother of girls concerned 
about the resurgence of far 
right politics, said: “We hear 
about so many millions of 
victims of the Holocaust but 
that is to see them through 
the eyes of the Nazis. They 
were mothers, brothers, sis¬ 
ters, fathers. We need to 


rehumanise them. 

“We also need to rehuman¬ 
ise the perpetrators. They 
were not monsters with tal¬ 
ons, they were ordinary peo¬ 
ple doing their job. To see 
them as monsters is to 
absolve them of responsibil¬ 
ity for the choices they 
made.” 

There are other reasons for 
being there. It is estimated 
one million Jews were mur¬ 
dered at Auschwitz, six mil¬ 
lion in the Holocaust overall. 
It takes barely a second to 
type those numbers and I 
don’t even try to visualise 
them. 

But experiencing 

Auschwitz tells you that at 
some point in the systematic 
destruction of people, the 
number became irrelevant. 

Standing at the spot where 
transported Jews were 
pulled off cattle cars and 


sorted into those who would 
work and those who would 
go straight to the gas cham¬ 
bers I marvelled at the level 
of hatred necessary to make 
it happen. 

Beaten and robbed of their 
dignity, property, homes, the 
protection of the law, any 
notion of control of their 
own lives, the people who 
arrived there had already 
been through more than 
most of us would consider 
bearable. To still want to see 
those wretched, abused, 
shadows of humanity gassed 
and burnt is an incompre¬ 
hensible depravity. 

Visiting Auschwitz I, the 
prototype concentration 
camp with its brick build¬ 
ings unsettlingly reminis¬ 
cent of estates of social hous¬ 
ing the mechanics of it 
become more visible to you. 
You can walk in the footsteps

As a result of you 
recycling your old 
newspapers, you have 
ensured the maximum 
use of forest fibres.

of the inmates through one 
of the first gas chambers 
built which looks very much 
like a large Victorian cellar or 
a double garage. Look up and 
you can see where the poison 
gas pellets were dropped in. 
In the next room are 
three incinerators 
where body by 
body the hope¬ 
less attempt to 
conceal the 
crime began. 

That shocked 
me too. The Nazis 
did try to conceal 
it. The death cham¬ 
bers were segregated 
from the rest of the camp, as 
the war came to an end they 
tried to destroy the evidence. 
At some level they did not 
believe their own justifica¬ 
tions for their actions. They 
knew it was wrong. 

At Auschwitz II, Birkenau, 
the scale of the atrocity 
ramps up in size. It is a vast 
plain with ranks of mostly 
ruined huts. The train tracks 
run right into the middle of 
the camp. New arrivals were 
processed in a building that 
looks like a 1930s primary 
school. There are parts of 
Auschwitz that look like a 
pre-war Home Counties vil¬ 
lage and there are other parts 
that look like a post war fac¬ 
tory farm. 


You come out bursting with 
the mundane details of an 
attempt to murder a race of 
people - the piles of shoes 
and hair among the most 
moving and well known 
examples - but ultimately 
Auschwitz asks more 
questions than it 
answers. It’s a lot to 
confront young 
minds with. 

Among the sixth 
formers were 
Emily and Megan 
from Elizabeth 
Woodville School in 
Northamptonshire. 

Asking them what they 
think of it all is as unfair as 
any question I have ever 
asked anyone. 

“It’s surreal. I’m glad we 
came,” said Megan. 

“We have learned more 
than we could have in les¬ 
sons,” Emily added. 

The students attended a 
seminar in preparation for 
the visit and attend another 
a few days later, after they 
have had time to think. In 
the information packs they 
receive there are diaries they 
can use to note down things 
they want to talk through 
later. 

The visit ends with a candle 
lighting ceremony and a 
multi-faith moment of 
reflection from Rabbi Barry 


Marcus. With the twilight 
closing in he calls on the 
young people to be the voices 
that prevent such horrors 
occurring again. He is 
preaching just yards from 
the mouth of a ruined gas 
chamber. 

The trip, from seeing the 
site of the annihilated Jewish 
community in the nearby 
town (which had been the 
largest community), to the 
vast ghostly spread of ruined 
Birkenau and the neat red¬ 
brick village feel of Auschwitz 
1 was a bit like Scrooge’s 
journey with the ghosts on 
Christmas night: a horror 
from the past that retains its 
power to horrify in the pre¬ 
sent, and a vital caution 
against horrors yet to be.

Swimming lessons are starting to make 
themselves felt in terms of exercise. 

We’re going up and down the pool more 
than we were in the first couple of weeks 
and my body is reacting like I’ve been jog¬ 
ging round a track. 

Instructor Barbara reminds me that it 
feels like less effort is being expended 
because the water is supporting my weight 
and giving my lungs and circulation a lit¬ 
tle squeeze.

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It’s a show that’s more than 
40years old and broke the mould 
when it came to guitar-driven rock 
musicals.

More clarity within the 
band and a better mix to allow the 
vocals to be heard properly would 
make a huge difference to the pro¬ 
duction to reach the audience in 
the way that Tim and Andrew origi¬ 
nally intended.

The latest Hyundai i20 is bigger, slicker 
and a good deal better equipped to take 
the fight to the top contenders in the 
supermini sector. Its predecessor won sales 
by playing the value card. This time round, 
Hyundai’s counting on quality carrying it 
through. 

The great thing about the i20 is that its a car designed 
by Europeans, in Europe for European conditions, so 
it’s no surprise that we liked the way the last car drove. 
This latest model should be no exception, the team in 
Russelsheim tuning the fully-independent MacPherson 
strut front suspension and semi-independent coupled 
torsion beam axle at the rear for our roads. This i20 is 
a bigger car, so the suspension has been tuned to cope 
with the bigger footprint, the stiffer superstructure and 
the optimised weight distribution. 

Of all the cars in its line-up, the i20 has traditionally 
been Hyundai’s most conservatively-styled thing. Early 
design renderings for this second generation car looked 
a good deal more adventurous, but in the metal, it’s 
been very toned down. It’s still a handsome piece of 
penmanship though, carried out under the auspices of 
ex-Audi design boss Peter Schreyer. The front end looks 
cleaner and wider, while the area around the C-pillar 
and rear wheel arch has elements of Golf Mk5 about it, 
which is no bad thing. 

The interior is really smart, with the design maturity of 
a much bigger car. Interior space has improved, with 
combined front and rear legroom of 1892mm, a

class-leading figure and comparable with the space of 
some cars from the class above. The wheelbase is 45mm 
longer and additional legroom was created in the front 
by raising the height of the dashboard and moving the 
glovebox and surrounding components forward. Cargo 
capacity has also been enhanced, making the vehicle one 
of the most accommodating in the segment. 

It’s early days yet, but the omens for the Hyundai i20 
look promising. Clearly much will hinge on the finer 
points of pricing, specification and efficiency, but the 
Koreans look to have got the fundamentals very right. 
The i20 has taken some time to bed in with European 
buyers but this latest model’s impressive interior quality 
and assured styling only serve to reinforce the point that 
Hyundai isn’t content with being seen as an equal to the 
likes of Ford and Vauxhall. They’re looking beyond that 
benchmark and eyeing Volkswagen. 

Only five years ago, we’d have probably suppressed a 
chuckle at that degree of chutzpah. These days we take 
Hyundai very seriously. Its product range speaks for 
itself, its accelerated development cycles have the rest of 
the auto industry in cold sweats and every model shows 
massive and tangible progression. The latest i20 is no 
exception.

3-0 at Lutterworth Athletic and Raunds 
Town drew 1-1 at home to Potton United. 

Corby Town were due to play Poole Town in 
the first leg of the Red Insure Cup Final last 
night.

Scouts top Midlands Two East South - a 
division at the same level - but they were 
second best in front of more than 1,000 fans 
at Bridgnorth’s home ground. 

As Midlands champions, Bridgnorth are 
now one game away from the National 
Intermediate Cup Final at Twickenham with 
a semi-final game against Scarborough their 
prize for winning on Saturday.

Wakely won’t take playing 
for Steelbacks for granted

Northamptonshire skipper 
Alex Wakely said he won't take 
playing for the county for 
granted after tasting action 
for the first time in a year dur¬ 
ing the pre-season trip to 
Barbados. 

The 26-year-old batsman suf¬ 
fered a horrific Achilles injury 
during last year’s tour to the 
Caribbean island and was 
ruled out for the entirety of last 
season. 

That frustrating spell is now 
at an end though and Wakely, 
who has since been named as 
the Steelbacks’ captain for all 
forms of cricket, was delighted 
to be back out on the pitch as 
Northants began their tour by 
reaching the final of a mini T20 
tournament. 

“It felt amazing to be back in 
a Steelbacks shirt,” Wakely said 
to the county’s website. 

“I will never take that feeling 
for granted again. I feel like I 
have a second chance and a 
fresh start and I’m determined 
to make the most of it. 

“Physically I am fine. I’m a bit 
stiff but that’s expected after a 
year out and now it’s all about 
match practice as there is 
nothing like playing in a match 
situation. 

“The general mood is bril¬ 
liant. Our squad get on so well 
so it’s brilliant to ah be togeth¬ 
er again.” 

Northants were beaten by fel¬ 


low tourists Nottinghamshire 
in the final of the T20 competi¬ 
tion but did at least win their 
opening two games to reach 
that stage. 

David Ripley’s men saw off a 
Barbados XI on Saturday and 
then beat Hampshire on 
Sunday before the seven wick¬ 
et reverse to Notts when the 
Steelbacks only managed 122-9 
when batting first. 

New boy Josh Cobb top 
scored with 22 and 
Nottinghamshire reached 
their target with three overs to 
spare. 

Things were much better in 
the opening two contests, 
starting with victory over 
Barbados by 22 runs in a game 
which saw ah rounder David 
Willey star with both bat and 
bah. 

He blasted 48 from 30 deliver¬ 
ies, including three sixes, as 
the county posted 164-7 and 
the vice skipper then claimed 
figures of 2-18 as Barbados 
closed on 142-6. 

Willey was the hero again the 
following day after a smashing 
77 from 39 balls in the semi¬ 
final with Hampshire. 

Rob Newton also reached his 
half-century, registering 52 
from 37 balls as Northants fin¬ 
ished on 170-5. Hampshire 
were unable to get close to the 
target, eventually being 
bowled out for 138 as teenage 
Steelbacks spinner Saif Zaib 
claimed 3-24 with his left arm 
action. 

The Steelbacks are now 
focussing on red bah cricket 
for the remainder of their tour. 



Mercedes begin in ominous fashion 


FORMULA ONE 


Lewis Hamilton targeted further 
improvements after the world cham¬ 
pion began the 2015 Formula One 
season in ominous fashion by cruising 
to victory in the Australian Grand Prix 
on Sunday. 

The Brit’s Brackley based team 
Mercedes dominated proceedings last 
year with Hamilton edging a two- 
horse race for the drivers’ title ahead 
of his team-mate Nico Rosberg. 

It was the same order again in 
Australia with Rosberg coming sec¬ 
ond and the ease in which Mercedes 
controlled the race suggests that they 
will once again leave all rivals in the 
wake this season. 

Hamilton, however, isn’t resting on 
his laurels and says he wants to reach 
even greater heights after his pole to 
flag success. 

“It’s quite unbelievable, really, what 
this team has done,” he said. 

“It’s a great feeling to start off the 



season the way we finished the last 
and the car is just incredible. 

“It was still a tough race though, as 
Nico was very quick throughout. 

“We’ve learned a lot this weekend 
and there will be a lot of analysis to do 
before Malaysia. 

“Hopefully we’ll keep finding ways 
to improve. Just because we had that 
gap today it doesn’t mean we’ll be 


cruising. There’s still along way to go.” 

Hamilton’s victory in Melbourne 
was the 34th of his career and his sec¬ 
ond in Australia. 

Rosberg finished 1.3 seconds shy of 
his team-mate after a race-long chase 
with both Mercedes drivers adopting 
a one stop strategy which saw them 
switch to prime tyres. 

Mercedes, who take an early lead in 


their defence of the constructors’ title, 
have now won 30 Formula One races. 

“It’s great to have the quickest car 
again and what an amazing job by 
everybody involved,” said Rosberg. 

“Lewis did a perfect job this week¬ 
end with no mistakes and improved a 
lot from Friday to Sunday After quali¬ 
fying I was already on the back foot 
and that’s difficult to change in a race 
against Lewis.” 

Silverstone based outfit Force India 
started their season with seven points, 
six claimed by Nico Hulkenberg who 
finished seventh and one courtesy of 
Sergio Perez who was tenth. 

Vijay Mallya, Team Principal and 
Managing Director, said: “A double 
points finish is a positive way to start 
the season and a reward for all the 
hard work everyone in the team pro¬ 
duced over the winter. 

“We made the most of the reliability 
of the VJM08, which at the moment is 
one of our strengths.” 

The season continues in Malaysia on 
March 29.

The script called for a 
Northampton victory so they 
could play for the first silverware 
of the season in front of their own 
fans but Sarries had other ideas at 
Allianz Park - coming from 
behind to win 24-20. 

It means that the town of 
Northampton, which will host a 
festival of rugby surrounding the 
final, will have to make do with a 
neutral occasion on the pitch with 
defending champions Exeter 
Chiefs set to face Saracens after 


beating Leicester Tigers 30-22. 

“We’ve got a lot of disappointed 
young lads in the changing room, 
but I’m just as disappointed as 
them,” said scrum-half Dickson. 

“No one takes losing well and 
when you look around, whether 
it’s your Phil Dowsons or Sam 
Olvers, we’re all just as annoyed or 
as down as each other. 

“It’s something we draw from, 
but we wanted to win the LV= Cup. 

“We want to win every cup going 
and you should never give up on 
winning trophies - you never know 
when your last one might be.” 

Northampton remain on top of 
the Premiership and have a 
European Rugby Champions Cup 
quarter final at Clermont-Auvergne 
next month, so are still fighting for 
the two most illustrious prizes on 
offer to them this season. 

That has given the squad plenty 
to think about, especially with a 
blank weekend now awaiting them 
due to the semi-final exit. 

“Now we’ve got to focus on big 
games coming up against Wasps 


and then Clermont,” added Dickson. 

“Saracens showed the fine mar¬ 
gins in knockout rugby and your 
season means nothing if you don’t 
win quarter finals or semi-finals.” 

Meanwhile, Saints director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder admitted 
Mike Ellery’s try flipped a switch 
as his side failed to back up a 
promising first-half showing and 
reach the LV= final. 

Northampton got off to a storming 
start in most part due to Olver, who 
bagged 13 points in the first half 
including a well-worked try after 
combining with Kahn Fotuali’i. 

However, Ellery’s fine break and 
finish stole all the momentum 
away from Mallinder’s men and 
poor discipline meant scrum-half 
Ben Spencer went on to notch 
three penalties. 

Dickson’s converted try did 
bring the deficit back to within 
one point but it wasn’t enough - 
leaving Mallinder to rue Ellery’s 
match-defining score. 

“It [Ellery’s try] was a key 
moment really and not good play 


from us, and suddenly they were just 
one point behind with their tails 
high so we’re disappointed,” he said. 

“We’re disappointed how we 
reacted from that because you do 
miss tackles and that happens in 
games but it’s how you react and 
we weren’t good enough. 

“We conceded a lot of penalties, 
couldn’t get any shape, couldn’t get 
any position in their half of the field 
then suddenly we were chasing the 
game in the last 20 minutes.” 

The tide did turn somewhat with 
the introduction of experienced 
half-back pairing Dickson and 
Stephen Myler midway through 
the second half, but Mallinder 
insists young fly-half Olver came 
away from the game with much 
credit in the bank. 

“To have the final at Franklin’s 
Gardens would have been ideal as 
it’s something we have been tar¬ 
geting,” he added. 

“I think we take the loss as a 
team and Sam Olver, he played 
well, he had a fantastic first half I 
thought.” 


Tignes is extra 
special for Jess

This year's 2015 Delancey British 
National Alpine Ski Championships will 
hold extra significance for Hannington 
skier Jess Anderson when she takes to 
the slopes of a resort she will be forever 
associated with. 

For the first time in more than a dec¬ 
ade, the British Championships will be 
held at a different venue, as French 
resort Tignes plays host to the event 
which gets underway on March 22. 

A popular resort with skiers the world 
over, Anderson herself had visited 
Tignes before she was even born with 
her mother sharing the news of her 
forthcoming arrival while out in France 
with her father. 

A middle name of Tignes followed and 
almost inevitably, Anderson began to 
forge a name for herself on the skis, win¬ 
ning races by the age of six. 

Fast forward to 2015 and Anderson, a 
member of the British U18 Alpine squad, 
was pulling on the colours of Team GB 
for the European Youth Olympic Festival 
at the start of the year. 

And while results were not as good as 
she had hoped for - the best being a 
32nd-place finish in the slalom - 
Anderson is determined to bounce back 
in style when she takes to the slopes for 
the British Championships. 

“I have had a mixed year so far,'' she 
said. “The highlight was probably going 
to the Youth Olympics but I did not do as 
well as I had hoped to -1 finished 32nd in 
the slalom and crashed out of the giant 
slalom so it was not the best. I would 
have liked to come in the top 30. 

“My parents gave me the middle name 
of Tignes as it was where my mum told 
my dad she was pregnant with me and 
they decided then, whether they had a 
son or a daughter, they would name 
them after the location. 

“I do not think they expected their 
child to become a race skier, though. 

“I have not actually been there since I 
was 18 months old so it will be nice to see 
what it is actually like. 

“I am really looking forward to the 
British Championships. I went last year 
but it did not go that well for me. I cer¬ 
tainly want to go there and break some 
more personal bests.'' 

Anderson just missed out on an indi¬ 
vidual medal at last year's British 
Championships when she finished 
fourth and fifth in the giant slalom and 
super-G respectively. 

She is no stranger to the competition 
though having taken part across the age 
groups growing up. 

And having worked hard on improve¬ 
ments to her technique during the win¬ 
ter months, Anderson believes there is 
plenty more success around the corner. 

“I have been working a lot on my sla¬ 
lom and giant slalom technique and I 
am specifically trying to stay down in 
the seat on turns and not come up too 
early. I feel I have certainly improved 
recently,” she added. 

“I would love to go to the Youth 
Olympics again next year and also make 
it to the Europa Cup. 

“Then looking further than that I 
would love to come in the top 30 at a 
Winter Olympic event in the future.”

Chris Wilder admits his 
Northampton side missed a glori¬ 
ous opportunity to close in on the 
play-offs after a sub-par display 
saw them go down 2-0 at home to 
struggling Carlisle on Tuesday. 

The Cobblers were unbeaten at 
Sixfields in 2015 coming into the 
match, and had won their last five 
home games, but failed to live up 
to their recent high standards 
against the Cumbrians. 

Second-half goals from Jason 
Kennedy and Kyle Dempsey con¬ 
demned Wilder’s troops to defeat 
and they now lie four points 
behind seventh-placed Stevenage 
in League Two. 

Wilder believes that none of his 
players emerged from the game 
with much credit. 

“We’ve been excellent recently 
but we didn’t have our usual tidy 
play around their box and I don’t 
think any single player can stick 
their hand up and say they’ve had 


a good game,” he said. 

“Our standards have been very 
high but that was a below par per¬ 
formance from us and it’s a 
missed opportunity. 

“I felt the players looked a little 
bit sorry for themselves and we 
never looked like getting back in it 
once the second goal went in. 

“It was very flat all night, on and 
off the pitch, and we needed the 
first goal to go in for us.” 

Northampton created very lit¬ 
tle all evening with Lawson 
D’Ath’s first-half diving header 
their best chance. 

Carlisle are now three points 
clear of the relegation zone, and 
Wilder acknowledges his side 
must learn how to break down 
teams that set up defensively. 

“Carlisle were happy to sit deep 
and made it very difficult for us but 
we were very laboured and lacked 
any zip and sharpness,” he added. 

“They’ve hit us on the break 
with two quick goals and we never 
recovered from that. 

“This is a tough league and 
teams are fighting for their lives - 
they aren’t going to come here 
and roll over for us.”
